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ATTACK ON JULIAN FREEMAN FLAYED BY FEDERATION 


President of CJFWF Defended Vigorously 
As Israel Backs Golda Myerson Meeting 


INDIANAPOLIS (NJP)—With the appearance here of Golda Myerson only a few 
days off, the fight between the Indianapolis Jewish Welfare Federation and the Israel 


Bond organization burst into flames again as Julian Freeman was charged with seek- 
ing “to establish himself as the dictator over the machinery of every form of fund- 


raising for Israel.” 

The charge was levelled in a 
pristling four-page letter which 
was mailed to every Jewish fam- 
ily in the city. 

Responding to the attack on 
its president, the federation at a 
special board meeting Tuesday 


“night asserted its faith in Free- 


man, and rejected a tentative of- 

fer of compromise. 
DENY INVASION 

These other developments 
marked a hectic week for the 
community, torn by dissension 
for the past month. 

Israel, through Ambassador 

to the U.S. Abba _ Eban, 
plumped solidly behind the Myer- 
son meeting.

ATTACK RABBI 

The open letter was the latest 
move of the bond organization, 
which scheduled the Myerson 
meeting after a decision of the 
local coordinating committee 
ruled out organized bond selling 
in Indianapolis from March 1 to 
June 15 (NJP, March 7, 1952). 

The open letter also attacked 
Rabbi William P. Greenfeld, 
whom it charged with waging a 
“holy war” against the bond 
organization. 

DENOUNCE CHARGES 

The board responded with a 
statement, which had almost un- 
animous approval, denouncing 
the “venomous allegations and 
accusations” against Freeman 
and Rabbi Greenfeld as “re- 
plete with misrepresentations, 
distortions and untruths”. 

The compromise offer came at 
the eleventh-hour, at the board 
meeting Tuesday when Al Katz, 
Indiana bond chairman for the 
B'nai B'rith, contacted Rudolph 
Sonneborn national chairman of 
the Bond organization by long 
distance telephone in New York. 
Sonneborn was reported ready 
to give his blessing to a proposal 
which would put the Myerson 
meeting under. joint auspicies 
With the federation, and with no 
bonds to be sold. 

The previous week, at the sec- 
ond of the three special board 
Meetings of the federation in the 
Past three weeks, a similar pro- 
posal for a compromise, but with 


No offer not to sell bonds and 





without any official backing, was 
rejected 29-8. 

The federation then proceeded 
to approve 34-1 a motion to invite 
Mrs. Myerson to address 
opening kick-off meeting of the 
annual welfare fund drive on the 
same night. 

COMPROMISE KILLED 

What slim chances there were 
for a compromise really evapor- 
ated Monday morning when the 
AFDCI letter was received in the 
homes of the city’s Jews. Headed, 
“The Eyes of World Jewry are 
on Indianapolis—Is it Free or Is 
It Throttled?” the letter told of 
a “reign of psychological terror” 
that “gripped the Jewish commu- 
nity,” and blamed “one man— 
Julian Freeman” who, it asserted, 
had “an iron control over the 
local federation.” It charged him 
with initiating “a campaign of 
fear to destroy the “dinner” for 
Mrs. Myerson. 

TEST FOR NATION 

After telling of the refusal of 
the federation to compromise 
and sponsor Mrs. Myerson jointly 
with the bond officials, the letter 
charged Freeman with mak- 
ing “the exclusion act against 
the bonds a test for the entire 
country.” 

The letter charged that Free- 
man “wants to rule all of Amer- 
ican Jewry with the same iron 
fist he uses in Indianapolis. He 
wants to establish himself as the 
dictator over the machinery of 
every form of fund-raising for 
Israel. 

DECLARE SUPPORT 

The reply of the board of the 
federation was a two-page state- 
ment in which the federation 
asserted its “whole-hearted sup- 
port of Israel and the sale of 
bonds of the Israel Government”. 
It declared that it “firmly be- 
lieves that maximum results can 
be achieved for both the Welfare 
Federation drive and the bond 
issue if they are not conducted 
concurrently ...” 

The board’s statement de- 
scribed the “outstanding success 
of both the welfare federation 
campaign and the bond sale in 
Indianapolis during 1951,” and 
told of the offer of the federa- 
tion to sponsor Mrs. Myerson’s 
appearance in the city to “ad-

EXPRESS FAITH 

Replying to charges against 
Freeman and Rabbi  Green- 
feld, the statement expressed 
“its implicit faith and confidence 
in its president, Julian Freeman, 
and reaffirms the wisdom of the 
stand that he has taken in this 
particular matter as 
ing the almost unanimous opin- 
ion of the Board of Directors.” 

The statement took the “occas- 
ion to pay tribute to Julian Free- 
man’s leadership not only in 
Indianapolis but aiso nationally, 
as president of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds and as a participant and 
leader in Jewish and non-séctar- 
ian causes. He has been an out- 
standing and devoted advocate 
of the cause of Israel.” 

NO DEFENSE NEEDED 

Turning to the attack on Rabbi 
Greenfeld, the board pointed out 
that he “has also been a loyal 
devotee to the cause of Israel on 
the local and national scene. His 
position in the community is 
such that it requires no defense 
by the Federation, and the attack 
upon him is equally unjustified.” 

FEDERATION TO REPLY 

The board voted to send 
reply to the entire community, 
to Ben-Gurion and to officials of 
the Bond organiation. A more de- 
tailed answer to the charges was 
to be prepared later. 

A move was also underway 
for persons who had purchased 
Israel bonds to address a letter 
of protest to Prime Minister 
David Ben-Gurion. 

FISHER SPEAKS 

The attempt to rally Zionist 
support for the Myerson meeting 
culminated in a meeting Monday 
night addressed by Mende! 
Fisher, attended by some 100 per- 
sons, All Zionists in the city from 
Hadassah and Pioneer Women 
to the local ZOA district and the 
Mizrachi had been invited.

General Remer Gels 
Three Months’ Prison 


LONDON—Ernst Remer, Dep- 
uty Chairman of the neo-Nazi 
German Socialist Reichs Party, 
has been sentenced to _ three 
months’ imprisonment, it was re- 
ported in The Jewish Chronicle. 

Remer, whom Hitler had pro- 
moted to Major-General for hav-

After reproducing the texts of 
the three letters, the Council art- 
icle suggested that the reader 
“ask himself’ several questions: 

ACTION NOT VETOED 

“Where does religion begin and 
politics leave off, and vice versa? 
Granting the sincerity of senti- 
ment which motivates those sup- 
porting or favoring the above act- 
ions and expressions, are they 
the proper function of the SCA? 
Are they concurred in by every- 
body represented in the constitu- 
ent rabbinical and lay organizat- 
ions of American Orthodox, Con- 
servative and Reform Judaism? 
If not, why was there no veto?” 

The last two queries apparently 
referred to the facts that each 
constituent body of the SCA has 
an unlimited right of veto on all 
SCA precedures, and that the vast 
majority of Council members who 
have congregational affiliation be- 
long to Reform synagogues. 

Rabbi Kramer, informed of the 
Council’s  religion-and-politics 
charge, dismissed it with the brief 
comment that the SCA’s stand

Man Marks Son’s Bar Mitzva by Carving 
Mahogany Tablets for Temple Ark 








LOUISVILLE, Ky. (NJP)—Like Bezalel of 
the Bible, Aukie Konicov has executed a beau- 
tiful piece of work “for the service of the sanc- 
tuary.” 

In honor of his son’s bar mitzva at Temple 
B’rith Sholom, Mr. Konicov fashioned the tab- 
lets representing the Decalogue which were in- 
stalled upon the ark. 

When Brith Sholom was dedicated a year 
ago, the Decalogue had not been installed. 

That’s when Mr. Konicov went to work. 

He spent about 250 hours over a period of 
about 10 months to complete the “labor of 
love.” 

The tablets are constructed of five lamin- 
ated pieces of solid black walnut and the He- 
brew letters are of Prima vera mahogany 
veneer 1/28 of an inch thick. 

Each letter in its entirety (that is, the cut- 
ting of the recess) and its setting took about 
four-and-a-half hours. The curvature of the 
jetters made it necessary for the setting to be 


done in sections. 


The actual inlay work was accomplished 
with a thin-bladed penknife and a small chisel. 
In the initial preparation of the tablets and 
the finishing, a wider variety of tools was 
necessary. : 

“While a great deal of the work was done 
in short periods of opportunity at home,” 
Konicov said, “some work also was done at the 
B’rith Sholom workshop in the Temple house. 

“I have previously constructed cornices for 
my home of mahogany with niulti-colored inlay 
banding and center designs,” he added. 

The Temple workshop, which is under spon- 
sorship of the Men’s Club, is available to any 
member of the community, Konicov said. 

“I am there each Sunday morning and will 
be glad to assist anyone who wishes to take 
advantage of our complete shop of machine and 
hand tools,” Konicov asserted. 

“My interest in woodworking dates from 
my childhood when my favorite playground 
was the shop of a great-uncle who was a fine 
cabinet-maker of the old classical sch6ol,” he 
concluded.

“what will people sav?",was as strong a torce as any to keep one 
in line. 

And the worst punishment of all, one seldom used but always 
hanging overhead as a threat, a vague fear, was excommunication, 
to be cut off from the group. Parallel to ‘excommunication was 
breaking away from the island voluntarily, something which was 
practicaily unheard oft—except for one reason, intermarriage. Inter- 
marriage thoughout those centuries presumably meant that the 
couple was Jost to Judaism and the Kaddish which was thereupon 
recited for the dead fitted the circumstances. 


NTERMARRIAGE todey is far from a guarantee that Judaism 
I will be sirengthened. Many continue to be Jost to the group in 
this way. In fact, it remains about the only avenue away from the 
Jewish community which has some validity. 

However, intermarriage in America is not the same as it was 
in the shtet]l where Jews lived in continual terror of fanatics and 
persecution. America, telling its citizens, imperfectly of course, 
that they may choose the way they wish to believe, has opened the 
door to entering as wel] as leaving the Jewish fold. ‘ 

And three cases that were just recently brough to my atten. 
tion help to prove that a non-Jewish mate can be an asset to Ju- 
daism. 

Someone was telling me of the Jewish boy in Chicago who had 
married a non-Jew. In his own home he had been used to a break- 
fast of bacon and eggs. Weli, he wasn’t getting it any more. a 

And a forum on the three phases of Judaism, which had been 
originally presented at a study group and which I heard when it 
was repeated at a Hadassah educational institute, had as the pro- 
tagonist for Orthodoxy a comely young wife who spoke with earn- 
est conviction and who, I later learned, had come into the Jewish 
group through intermarviage.

Indianapolis A Shattered Community-A Lesson For All a 


F EVER there were a lesson for the Ameri- 

can Jewish community, it is in the life and 
death struggle in which the American Finan- 
cial and Development Corporation for Israel 
and the Indianapolis Jewish Welfare Federa- 
tion are locked, each seeking to deliver the 
death blow to the other. 

This is a fight to the end. 

Like most fights like this, which engende1 
bitterness and inevitably cause both sides to 
lose sight of their goals, no one will be the 
victor, and everyone the loser. 

Actually what is happening is that the In- 
dianapolis Jewish community is being sacri- 
ficed. It is being used as a battleground for 
the fight to win a point in a struggle that con- 
cerns the American Jewish community. 

in Pittsburgh, in Los Angeles, in Kansas 
City, and in all the other communities where 
the same problem has arisen, a compromise has 
been reached which has averted the showdown. 

Sut not in Indianapolis. 

This is a fight to the end. 

The turmoil in which the community has 
been embroiled is a fearful thing. Charges are 
being made, and threats hurled which would 
be ugly even if directed at anti-Semites, not at 
those who, though responsible, still have a long 
record of service to Jewish causes and to Israel. 

We are not here attempting to evaluate the 
relative merits of the two sides to the fight, be- 
cause that time has long passed. 

The time now is to consider what damage 
has already been done, both to the sale of Israe! 
bonds in Indianapolis and to the Jewish Wel- 
fare Federation annual drive. And to consider 
what more damage will be done before the 
Golda Myerson meeting finally is held and 
when both sides, one to defend itself presum- 
ably and the other in order to prove that it 
emerged victorious, begin to propagandize the 
American Jewish community. 

There has been no statesmanship shown in 
this bitter situation. None by Henry Montor, 
none by Julian Freeman, none by Golda Myer- 
son, none by Abba Eban and none by Ben 
Gurion. 

All stand to lose. Indianapolis wil! suffer 
the American Jewish community will suffer 
and Israel will suffer. 

Fights of this kind have taken place in the 
national Jewish community before. They no 
doubt have taken place in local Jewish commu 
nities, although we are not aware of any in 
which the fight has been carried on long past

But this is a fight right before our eyes, and 
in a relatively small community, where each 
move stands out, where the consuming hatred 
shows in people’s eyes, where when one side 
does one thing, the reaction is immediately ob- 
servable and leads to a charge from the other. 
and all sight is lost of community welfare. 

Whether there Still is time for a compromise 
agreement before the Myerson meeting this 
Sunday now that an open letter has been seni 
to the community defaming Julian Freeman 
and questioning his motives is debatable. Up 
until this letter, both sides were adamant, but 
there were still some optimists like The. Post 
who believed that a truce, albeit an armed one, 
might still be worked out. But instead the 
Jewish community has been dragged deepe: 
and deeper into the fight. 

There are worse things than defeat. There 
is greatness, and there is forgiveness. The 
loser is not always the man who was wrong. 
He may have been by far the more noble and 
more righteous. But he was unwilling to let the 
fight continue past the point where all sense of 
propriety was lost and only consuming hatred 
remained. 

This then is a lesson for the American Jew 
ish community. All this-has evolved from the 
unwillingness or the inability of the majoi 
parties to the fight, not locally but nationally, 
to reach an agreement. 

The conflict in Indianapolis was an inevii- 
able result of this inability to reach an agree. 
ment nationally. 

It is a little late now to call names. The 
position of the American Financial and Devel- 
opment Corporation is untenable. But that does 
not absolve the Indianapolis Jewish Welfare 
Feedration for refusal to display any kind of 
statesmanship. 

Now that Indianapolis has been scarred, 
now that useful citizens of a united commu. 
nity have been pitted one against the other, 
now that lasting hatred has been bred man 
against man, an agreement must be reached 

This kind of fight cannot go on. 

It is insanity. 

Any group of impartial Jewish leaders could 
resolve the matter in a matter of a few hours. 

Such an arbitration committee must be ap- 
pointed on the national level and take this mat- 
ter up immediately, before any more damage 
is done. 


Good Judgement In Easton

JEWISH AGENCY, CONGRESS FORGET 
WHAT TIME IT IS IN JEWISH HISTORY 


By M. Z. FRANK 
: E ONLY thing I have against the World Jewish Congress 
today is that it pretends to represent the Jewry of the world, 
while the Jewry of the world does not seem to be interested in 
such all-embracing representation. 

The Jews of Canada are fairlly well organized into a Canadian 
Jewish Congress; there may be some other smal] Jewish communi- 
ties equally well organized. But the Jews of the 
United States are not—and the World Jewish 
Congress, whose headquarters are in New York, 
represents in New York little more besides its 
headquarters. The Jews of Israel are organized 
into a State, but, from all I have been able to ob- 
serve, they are not interested in a World Jewish 
Congress in which they shall be represented. If 
they did, and if American Jews did, they’d do 
something about it. 

Otherwise I have no objections to the World Jewish Congress. 
It is doing a lot of good work; it has some fine departments. It 
represents a philosophy of Jewish life which is closer to mine than 
that of, say, the American Jewish Committee. 

The pretentiousness of the World Jewish Congress is not an 
actual issue today. It was several years ago, before the United 
Nations took up the Palestine issue. And at that time I fought it. 

That was the time when the World Jewish Congress tried to 
tell the Jews of Brazil and other countries in South America that 
it was above the Jewish Agency and the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion which merely formed a part of it. 


T THAT time there was no Jewish State, and the Agency and 
A the Zionist Organization were the nearest thing we had to a 
Jewish State in Palestine. Any encroachment on the authority of 
the Jewish Agency and on its prestige in connection with Palestine 
was in my opinion criminal, and I fought it. That was the issue 
on which I fought Nahum Goldmann. 

That was the issue—everything else was of secondary nature. 

When Nahum Goldmann went to Washington to see Acheson 
and suggest the idea of partition Silver attacked him as ae oe 
ing ambassador” and “the diplomat who outsmarts himself, but 
I did not even criticize him. Because in that particular instance, 
Goldmann carried out the decision of the Jewish Agency Execu- 
tive, a decision arrived at in proper constitutional manner, whether 
it was wise or unwise. as

vidual action and any individual member of the Jewish Agency 
Executive. But I felt it my duty as a Zionist to uphold the author- 
ity of the Jewish Agency with regard to Palestine and to defend 
it against encroachments even by its own members. 

I thought then that the Jewish Agency Executive did not de- 
fend itself sufficiently against Goldmann and the Congress. 

In a talk I had with Ben-Gurion in New York in 1946, shortly 
before the Basle Congress (the only talk I had with him), I said to 
him: “If you are so jealous of the prestige of the Executive, why 
do you permit one of your members to undermine it?” 

At first he tried to ignore my question. But when I repeated 
it, and said “Why don't you answer?”, he smiled and remarked, 
“I suppose you are right.” 

At that time, Ben-Gurion was the Chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, of which Goldmann was also a member. Today 
Ben-Gurion is Prime Minister of the State of Israel, of which Gold- 
mann is not even a citizen. But the same conflict exists, except that 
this time, I am glad to note, B. G. is taking a more vigorous stand. 

@ 
E CONFLICT between the Government of Israel today is 
basically of the same nature as that which existed in 1944, 
1945 and 1946 between the World Jewish Congress and the Jewish 
Agency. 

The State of Israel has inherited the Jewish Agency, whose 
main reason for existence was that it was a substitute for the State 
so long as there was no State. The so-called Jewish Agency of today 
is in the same position as the World Jewish Congress. 

I deem it my right, as a Zionist, as a Jew, as a free citizen any- 
where, to criticize the faults and mistakes of the Government of 
Israel and of its citizenry for all I think it is worth. 

I consider it my duty, as a good Zionist, to uphold the authority 
of the Government and the State of Israel in all matters affecting 
its sovereignty, and to defend it against any encroachment from 
any quarter, even from the best Zionists in the world. 

That is why, in any such conflict, I am on the side of Ben-Gurion, 
against Silver, against Goldmann, against Neumann, against many 
leaders of Mapai, against the position of the General Zionists and 
the Progressives and Mapam and against some of my closest and 
dearest friends in Israel and in America. They don’t seem to realize 
fully what time it is now in Jewish history. 

Furthermore, I am sure that the overwhelming majority of 
the Jews in Israel and in America take the same position as I do. 
Which is but another confirmation of my contention that my friends 
who clamor for a status don’t know what time it is.
